He has seen it. So it is true for him. 

I doubt you could make any Class VIII- 
trained auditor do tech in any non-standard 
way. He has seen the fantastic precision of 
modern processes. He knows he can get 
results that way. And so he does it without 
any variation. He isn’t doing it because | 
say so, he is doing it because it works. And 
he knows he can make pie. Not to compare 
you to a pie, of course. 

STANDARD TECH means therefore the 
exact processes and auditing actions laid 
down and used for the invariable resolu- 
tion of cases, taught and used without va- 
riation by all Scientology auditors. 

The top auditor in this is a Class VIII. He is 
trained to a hair’s breadth to exact plan- 
ning and administering of auditing without 
variation from the optimum resolution of 
the case.

The first thing a studen ‘on Class a 
to learn is that there IS an exact right way 
to do auditing, an exact right way to solve 
cases. :

This can be defeated by lousy beginning 
auditing on the course, by an incompetent 
Supervisor who invalidates the students’ 
basics or by a C/S who fails to use Stan- 
dard Tech C/S on a course.

= good control and there’s bad control. I can 


show you a process which demonstrates that a 
total absence of control is sickness itself. A 
child who has no one in his vicinity to control 
him as much as he is controlling things is on a 
stuck flow.

Without control, without moving particles, wit- 
hout being oneself moved, do you know that 
you would just float forever in a timeless void?
